This in & striking commentary on
the abuses to which the courtesy
of the president toward senators and
congressmen {8 subject, It is
eminently proper that the president
should consult the wishes of senators
in the distribution of federal patron-
age among the citizens of the
various stdtes and sections. It
is but mtural that their recommenda-
tions should have great weight with
the exceutive, cspecially when the
candidates are citizens from their own
states. But senators and congress-
mon should never recommend any-
body to an office whom they know to
be incompetent or unfit to fill the po-
sition. Above all things they should
remomber that the civil service of the
country is not intended to be an alms-
house for paupers or a hospital for in-
valids,

Under our system of government
by political partiea the civil pervice of
the country always will be partisan
and congressmen and senators will
continue to influence presidents and
cabinet officors in making appoint-
ments. It would bo impossible for
the president or eabinet officers to fill
positions in the various states accept-
ably without consulting the represen-
tatives of those states, who know the

applicants  personally and  know
who among them is  most
competent and trustworthy.

Unfortunately congressmen and senn-
tors nbuse the presidentisl courtesy
very [fequently by causing the ap-
pointment to the wmost responsible
poaitions men who are noteriously dis-
honest, diereputable unreliable or
otherwise disqualified. They fre-
quently endorse men for appointment
whom as business men they would not
trust with an empty pocket book.
They look upon the federal service as
a pension bureau for political hacks,
bummers and drones who want to sub-

sist on the public without Ila-

bor. Against this flagrant abuse
civil  service  reformers  should
exert all their influencoe.  As-

suming that congressmen and sena-
tora will in the future as in the past

we must have laws that will compel
applicants for appointent to submit
their credentinls as to their compe-
tenoy to fill the positions to which
they aspire and cortificates from prop-
erly nocredited medical authority re-
apecting their physical ability to per-
form the dutics likely to be imposed
on them. Another and import-
ant measure would bo an
exeoutive order that no dishonest
